FLAMES LEAP FIGHTY FEET. 

On the arrival of the Grosser Kur- 
fuest, the flames from the hold of the 
Volturno were leaping elghty feet into 
the air through the hatepway. Fifty 
or more the Volturno’s crew > and 
serge passengers had been killed, 
Six boats were lowered from the Vol-| 
tyno's advits, three of them, still emp- 
ly, were smashed against the vessel's 
side. One boat, with forty passenggers, 
‘apsized while launching, All perished. 
The two others, with sixty and eighty 


payengers on board, got away, but ap-

TOO MUCH POLITICS 
IN SCHOOLS, MAYOR 
TELLS CLUB WOMEN 


Thing to Be Done, He Says, Is 
to Place Schools in Hands of| 
“High Grade Class of Men,’! 
Free of Fear or Prejudice 


The Federation Wants Special 
School Tax; Immediate Re- 
Districting dnd Erection of 
English-Commercial School 


Declaring that “our school conditions 
have been allowed to get in their pres- 
ent status by the use of too much poli- 
tics,” Mayor Woodward Monday _sug- 
gested to the club women of Atlante 
that the chief remedy for the sitya- 
tion is to remove the schools entirely 
from the influence of polities and place 


them “in the hands of a high grade 
class of men” who shall administer 
school affairs without fear or preju- 
dice of politics. His address was be- 


fore the City Federation at a meeting 
held at the Woman's club building. 
The. mayor suggested in the begin- 
ning that the first thing to be done. is 
the redistricting of the schools and that 
in the very crowded schools, if this 
should fail tq relieve the congestion, the 


seventh and eighth grades should be 
vacated and the older pupils be allow- 
ea to attend more remote schools. 


‘Our schools,” said the mayor, “have 
been allowed to get. in their present con- 
dition by the use of too much politic: 
lt appears to.me that our educational 


institutions should be removed as far 
as possible from politics and should 
be placed in the hands of a high grade 
class of men, and they should be re- 
lieved from any interference from any 
kind of political organizations or influ- 
ences 


“It a board of education could be in- 
dependently organized along these lines 
it would inure greatly to the benefit 
of the city of Atlanta and to our public 
school system, which is devoutly to be 
desired.” 

PROMISES TO HELP. 

The mayor said that the subject is 
too large to be handled so briefly, but 
promised hie co-operation in anything 
the club women decide to do for the 
improvement of the-schools.. === 

A large number of women were pres- 
ent at the meeting, and there was vig- 
orous, but constructive protest against 
the inadequacy of the present school 
system. The membérs piédged them- 
selyes to active effort to aid in bet-| 
tering school conditions and passed a| 
number of resolutions. | 

One requests that the schools be im- 
nediately redistricted and another urges 

yuneil to begin at once the erection of 
the Girls’ English Commercial High 
school on the lot already owned by the 
city, 

The last resolution passed drew at- 
tention to the need for better conditions 
generally, and expressed the urgency 
for co-operation and active efforts on 
the part of the club women. 


“"This is not a new interest in the 

schools,” one section of the resolution 

said, in effect, “but-a permanent and 

general interest which women feel in 
the welfare of their children.” 
FAVOR SPECIAL TA 

The club Women unanimo: in- 


dorsed the {dea of a special school tax 
and one sentence of the resolution stat- 
ed that Atlanta is far behind other pro- 
gressive cities in this matter. 

The section referring to 
school tax suggested that it be ¢ 
trolled by a maximum Mmit, that it be 
collected in whole or in part annually 
or as needed, and that it be subject to 
disbursement by the school authorities 
only,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—More than 


226,000 tons of useless water is shipped 
annually in conjunction with one prod- 
uct alone, scientists of the depart- 
jment of agriculture have diséovered, 
and they attribute to this wasteful prac- 
tice much of the high cost of living 
and the distressing scarcity of freighe 
cars each year during the shipping sea- 
son. The experts, who have been mak- 
ing an investigation of shipping meth- 
ods, today made public their findings. 

In corn shipments, from the fields to 
the centers of consumption, the experts 
found that because of the failure of 
ehippers to dry the corn before load- 
ing it just 436,682. tons of water were 
hauled to market each year 

On this excess freight was paid a 
in addition, the corn deteriorated 
fore it reached the market. 

The experts found that potatoes al- 
se were costing the nation heavily 
through the failure of shippers to dry 
them before shipment.

The Cost of Delay in 


establishing a Market. 


Prof, E. C. Branson, one of the South's most 
distinguished teachers, forcefully states the impor: 
tance of prompt action in establishing a public mar- 
ket in Atlanta. He says, in a communication to The 
Journal: 

“Every moment of delay will add thousends 
of dollars of cost to the solution of this problem. 
The Pennsylwania Railway spent eighty million 
dollars for terminal facilities in New York City. 
It would have cost ten million more, had the 
road delayed twelve months longer. In exactly 
the same way, Atlanta's delay in settling the 
City Market question runs up the final bill of 
cost.” 

This is emphatically true. 

Ten years ago Atlanta could have established a 
public market. wit.. little difficulty or expense. 

‘Ten years hence the establishment of a market 
will cost vastly more than today. 

Available sites will become rarer and rarer. For 
every dollar now required in this enterprise, ten will 
be required, if it is much longer deferred. 

It is upon the households of the city that the cost 
of delay falls most heavily. 

According to Government reports, the price of 
table supplies is nigher in Atlanta than in any other 
American city, with one exception. * 

This condition is due mainly to artificial circum- 
stances, for Atlanta lies.in .he heart of a great ag- 
rieultural country. The land immediately around 
Fulton county is capable of producing a supply of 
truek commodities adequate to the city’s needs. 

‘The present burdensome prices are due chiefly to 
the lack of a public market, with its encouragment to 
truck farming ana its means for direct, economical 


exchange between producers and consumers. 

The longer the market is delayed, the more oner- 
ous will become the cost of living, the greater will 
be the public’s problem. 

It is gratifying to know that Council and the 
Chamber of Comicerce are at length co-operating 
toward definite ends in this regard. Their work 
should be pressed forward as rapidly as possible.

The Fire Waste Congress. 

The National Fire Waste Congress which meets 
teday in Philadelphia marks the beginnirg of or- 
ganized public effort In one of the most important, 
yet hitherto most neglected, fields of conservation. 
Fire losses in the United States are greater than in 
any other country of the world and have been so 
for a quarter of a century. Since the year 1881 
nearly five and a half billion dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty has been thus destroyed; yet, virtually no res- 
ulations, other than those which the people would 


voluntarily adopt, have been established to reduce’ 


this tremendous waste. 
_ One Of the purposes of the conyention which 
opens today is to secure the adoption by every, State 
and city in the Union of “legal mininium require- 
ments, covering the construction, protection, equip- 
ment, occupancy and management of property” with 
a view toward eliminating the causes of fires so 
far as is possible. The time is ripe for a concerted, 
nation-wide movement to this end. Within the past 
few years much profitable study has been given to 
the source and the prevention of fires. Forty States 
have installed fire marshals; civic and commercial 
bodies have begun educational campaigns on this sub- 
ject; and the public has been made to realize more 
keenly the scope anc burden of the fire-waste 
problem, 

If these various efforts are now organized, it is 
likely that much needed legislation can he secured. 
At the Philadelphia congress a Fire Prevention 
League will be formed with branch associations in 
eyery commonwealth for the purpose of urging per- 
sistently upon State and municipal governments the 
necessity for adequate fire regulations. 

There can be no question that better laws in this 
Tegard would greatly reduce America’s staggering 
fire loss. The average cost of fire waste and insur- 
anc: in Western Europe is said to as ars 8 about one- 
tenth that in North America, “due mainly to better 
building construction, more intelligent control of oc- 
cupancy and better governmental regulation.” In the 
United States itself there are noteworthy instances of 
the reduction of fire losses through well-considered 
supervision. In Cincinnati, for example, the loss has 
been reduced a third. In Philadelphia, where the 
inspection force has been increased from six to sev- 
enty-five officials and where more careful building 
regulations have been adopted, the results have been 
distinetly gratifying. The New York Post aptly ob- 
serves that “it is the disparity between what some 
cities have done and most could do which gives a 
comprehensive league, with power to urge building 
regulations, fire equipment, school and factory drills, 
its opportunity for effectiveness.” 

The Fire Waste Congress numbers among its del- 
egates federal, Jtate and municipal officials, repre- 
sentatives of many trade and' industrial organizations 
throughout the :ountry and officers of insurance com- 
panies. The counse. and influence of such men will 
doubtless go far toward remedying prevalent evils, 
Certainly the cause ini which they are enlisted is of 
vital concern to every community and merits the 
earnest support of good citizens everywhere.

The Volturno disaster will revive world-wide in- 
terest in the ever-important subject of safety appli- 
ances for steamships. 

The Titanie's dreadful lesson brought, many re- 
forms. Both the American and the British «govern- 
ment conducted searching investigations and estab- 
Nished stricter requirements for vessels within their 
control. The result has been a distinct increase in 
the security of ocean travel, 

It seems, however, that England still has grave 
need of raising its standards in this respect. 

The. Volturno, which sailed under an inspection 


conspicuously deficient in fire-fighting apparatus. She 
is said to have carried three steam fire pumps, each 
less than a cubic .oot in size, two hand pumps, only 
four hundred and fifty feet of hose, and no hand ex- 
tinguishers. Under American standards, a vessel of 
this tonnage would have been required to have twenty- 
five hand-extinguishers together with many other 
safeguards against fire. 

Evidently it was the lack of sufficient protection 
in this regard that was chiefly responsible for the 
Volturno’s terrible fire.

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Co-operative Housekeeping 
BY DR FRANK CRANS. 
(Copyright, 1912, by Frank Crane.) - 


‘Phe one institution In which progress lags in Ameri- 
can cities is The Home. 

Notwithstanding its being our bulwark, palladium 
and so forth, we do not seem to be able to apply to it 
the modern improvements suggested By advanced ec- 
onomics and municipal science. 

The plan that suggests itself as being most up-to- 
date is some sort of co-operative housekeeping, where 
drudgery could be reduced to a minimum, waste elim- 
inaged and comfort secured with economy. But most 
co-czcrative schemes go to pieces upon the rocks of 
personal independence. We would rather have an ex- 
penSive and ill-managed household than one in which 
somebody else interferes. 

In the Garden City of Letchworth, England, they 
haye been conducting interesting experiments which 
have created @ discussion in the British press, Some 
twelve or sixteen homes are grouped into a house- 
keeping unit. The most costly consigts of two living 
rooms, three bedrooms, with bathroom, ete., and rents 
for $350; the cheapest. a bachelor apartment, with 
sitting room, bedroom and bath, $200. In a central 
building is @ dining room with separate tables, and 
rooms for reading, tea; smoking and the like. Three 
good meals a day come to 70 cents. The average bill 
at the restaurant for two ‘people is $9 a week. By 
paying a small extra sum one can have meals sent to 
one’s own home. 

A family of three persons can thus liye, in the 
neighborhood of London, in a comfortable dwelling, 
for from $850 to $1,000 a year and haye none of the 
crouble attendant usually upon keeping house; rent, 
food, heat, light, cleaning and service are included in 
the price. 

Why do not our builders try more experiments 
of this kind among us? 

The difficulty, of course, is nicely to balance the 
two opposing demands: First, the demand for abso- 
lute privacy when we want it, including the privilege 
of going out and coming..in when we please, dressing 
to suit ourselyes, and generally minding our own busi- 
ness without the assistance of interested and officious 
neighbors; and, second, securing the pleasures of a 
common diniug room and social life when we are so 
disposed, together with the manifest advantages of co- 
operation. 

It does not seem an insuperable problem. And if 
the English can solve it, they the most individualistic 
of people, why not we? 


Why the Currency Bill Should Pass 


As to the merits of the bill under consideration, the 
objections that have been urged \by the bankers and 
others and the counter-proposals that are advanced. | 
am an unqualified champion of the fundamental princi- 
ples involved in the bill in its present form, although 
there are many minor anda few important particulars 
in which it may be improved, It will nardij be con- 
tended that in its present form the‘bill is a perfect or 
comprehensive measure. It does not purport to be It 
must eventually be supplemented by a revision of our 
obsolete national banking law, that has not been re- 
vised for sixty years, before the bill can be considered 
@ comprehensive body of modern law applicable to pres- 
ent-day conditions in the banking and ‘financial world: 
All this may safely follow later as part of the sys- 


tem that is now being created. So, too, the minor de- 
fects will doubtless be remedied as the discussion pro- 
ceeds, for the men who have led in framing the bill 
are dominated by the earnest, unselfish and single- 
minded purpose of presenting the best possible results 
—unhampered by pride of gpinion. . . . 

Taking up the objections urged by the bankers 
and their proposals for changes, we find them still 
insistent upon a single central bank and, failing that, 
they urge a reduction from twelve to five in the num- 
ber of the reserve banks. They no longer contend as 
under the Aldrich bill, for private banking control of 
the central body, but demand minority representation 


in the federal board, although the bill generously ac- 
cords them control of all the reserve banks. S 
Whether there shall be twelve regional banks or 


only four or five such banks is a serious and debata- 
ble question. The arguments in fayor of a less num- 
ber are powerfully arrayed in Mr. Warburg’s paper 
printed in this issue. His conclusions are unassailable 
if his premises are correct that under the proposed 
system the reserves cannot be effectively mobilized, 
that a wide discount market for bills cannot be devel- 
oped and that as a result the call-loan market will 
continue to be the stand-by of the banks. 

I see no reason for assuming or agreeing to the 
soundness of any of these contentions. The various 
reserve hanks are ingeniously “pipe-lined’? under the 
supervision of the federal board, which thus secures 
the power to mobilize their reserves in anticipation of 
emergencies. That is a necessary power, and should 
be encouraged instead of being opposed by the banks. 
It makes for stability. It secures combined effort, 
which has always been urged as the great virtue of the 
Aldrich plan, and at the same time avoids the dangers 
of permanent centralization. Under normal conditions 
they operate independently and responsive to local re- 
quirements. In times of stress they are drawn to- 
gether for pnited and co-operative action under impar- 
tial direction. . . - 

Answering now the argument that a wide discount 
market cannot be developed unless the numper of re- 
serve banks Is diminished and their power correspond- 
ingly inereased, one would imagine that the claracter 
and extent of the discount market would depend on 
the combined resources of the entire system that are 
available for the purchase or rediscount of foreign and 
domestic bills and acceptances and the corresponding 
demand, regardless of the number, of units of which 
the system consists, 

‘The importance of the development of such a mar- 
ke: cannot be overestimated. It Mes at the founda- 
tion of the entire currency problem. The subject is 
little understood in this country. The bill does not 
sufficently define commercial paper or protect the 
character of the paper against which currency may be 
issued to accomplish the desired purpose, except to 
“sidestep” the difficult problems involved by relegat- 
ing the whole subject to the federal board. That will 
never do. The question is fundamental. 

I do not believe it will in any event be possible to 
develop ‘this market for pills and acceptances unless 
the reserve banks are plainly permitted and encour- 
agea to buy bills in the opén market in competition 
with the banks, as before stated—Samuel Untermyer, 
in the October number of the North American Review.

Shaw's Latest Play 


ERNARD SHAW’S latest play is called “an enor- 

mously clever insult thrown in the face of the 
British people.” If there is’ any novelty about 
the act it must >e in the quantity of nis present of- 
fense, for it is long since he first began to mix eley- 
erness with insults to hurl at this target. His peo- 
ple of Imperial Rome are “only modern London in 
fancy dress,” says the Standard of that city, “The 
Roman dandy is really the ‘nut’ of Pdll Mall in a 
toga, and the early Christian martyrs are any people 
you can think of with a kick against the existing or- 
der of things.” They are said to resemble militant 
suffragists as much as anything. The old fable from 
Aulus Gellius about Androcles and the Hon is the 
framework for his “elaborate squib’—a characteriza- 
tion that this same paper awards to the play produced 
by Granville Barker at the St. James theater. 

Mr. Shaw of today is estimated as “about equally 
compounded of Kindliness, contempt and sheer love of 
mischief,” and his plays are, after everything, voted 
“delightful because they sparkle with a wit unequaled 
on the stage in these days; irritating because of the 
impression of a growing indolence of self-satisfaction 
on the part of the author, who seems perfectly con- 
tent to raise an easy laugh by means frequently not 
distinguishable from mere. buffoonery.” The Stand- 
ard’s account of the play is worth reproducing: 

The curtain rises on the agonies of the lion, a 
wonderful creature of a mild vegetarian sort of 
countenance, roaring with the pain of the thorn in 
his foot as gently as any sucking dove, and occa- 
sionally rolling a pathetic eye in the direction of 
Mr. Shaw's box. Androcles nears the lion's den in 
company with his wife, a red-haired shrew who 
is very angry because she has had to leave her 
comfortable home on account of her husband's re- 
ligion. She loudly complains that Christians are 
the “lowest of the low.” Androcles, a deliciously 
mild professor of the faith—with some gift, how- 
ever, of repartee—reminds her that in his unre- 
generate days he was a toper. “I could forgive 
that,” she replies; “I can understand @ man being 
addicted to drink, but I can't understand his be- 
ing addicted to Christianity,” and so on and so 
forth. Then the lion emerges, and Androcles, 
trembling for his lite, performs his feat of surgery, 
afterward waltzing joyously about the stage with 
the King of Beasts. 

Then we are introduced to Rome, where a party 
of Christians have just arrived for the next per- 
formance at the Colosseum. They are of all types, 
from the fair patrician Layinia to hermits in 
sheepskin coats and a squalid little wretch whose 
Christianity has been chiefly displayed in what 
Androcles calls “a gay time” in the way of rob- 
bing temples. The militant suffragist’ flavor is 
very strongly marked just now. The Roman cap- 
tain/is on good terms with his prisoners, but 
warns them that now they are at Rome the license 
allowed on the march cannot be permitted. Above 
all, there can be no singing of those profane and 
blasphemous hymns. “But they, marcy: better for 
it, captain,” says the comic Centurion, whom Mr. 
Shaw conceives as aikind of sergeant. “Yes, that's 
true,” admits the captain. “An exception may be 
made to the marcn tune of ‘Onward, Christian 
Soldier. The words, however, must he altered 

. and I suggest the substitution of ‘Throw them to 
the lions:!’” 

Then followed an exchange of Shavian argu- 
ment between Lavinia and the handsome captain, 
who suggests that the whole trouble might be 
overcome by caSting a little incense on the altars 
of the gods. “If you can't cast incense as a mat- - 
ter of conviction,” he pleads, “you might at least 
do it as a matter of good taste." He points out 
the absurdity of suggesting” that there is any per- 
secution in the disciplinary measures taken by the 
government, “In throwing you to the lions the 
divine emperor is merely upholding the interests 
of religion,” he explains. “Of course, if you were 
to throw him to the lions that might be called per- 
secution,”” 

‘Following this comes the scene in the “wings” of 
the Colosseum, where the Christians are awaiting theirs 
fate amid the hustle of a very modern sort of theater, 
the call boy rushing in announcing the next “turn,” 
and the acting manager full of anxiety lest anything 
should happen to spoil the show. But— 

It is spoiled, in a sense, by the old warrior Fer- 
rovius. Aware of his weakness, he has decided to 
enter the arena unarmed and without harness. 
But once in, the old fighting spirit comes on him 
resistlessly, and he kills no fewer than six first- 
rate gladiators, much to the delight of Divus Cae- 
sar himself, who in delight pardons all the other 
Christians, and announces himself as a protector 
to a creed which can produce such swordsmen. 

One victim, however, has to be found, if only 
to quiet the populace, and poor Androcles, as a 
Greek and a taflor, is selected. The lon, of course, 
spares him and together they wander through the 
mazes of the Colosseum, emperor, senators, cour- 
tlers and keepers all flying in terror before them. 
Caesar himself bounds from pillar to post with the 
lion after him, and is, only safe when he embraces 
Androcles with affection. 

It is pure tomfoolery, but undeniably laugha- 
ble. But having given the publicits fillof amuse- 
ment, Mr. Shaw proceeds to puncture its hide with 
his little pins of sareasm. Poor Ferrovius is in an 
agony of selfabasement. While others are call- 
ing him a hero, he denounces himself as a rene- 
gade, and, having been false to “the god that is 
to be,” he decides to serve “the god that is,” and 
accepts the emperor’s offer of a post in the Pre- 
torian guards. 

Lavinia, too, while in the moment of danger she 
does not blanch, seems to be far from an orthodox 
Christian. She is, in fact, just a mouthpiece of 
George Bernard Shaw. Spintho, the disreputable 
fanatic, the author claims to be no malicious in- 
vention of his own, but a character easily to be 
paralleled in the records of the Fathers of the 
Chureh, So far as it is anything, Androcles is 
a protest against any kind of persecution. 

The Morning Post, of London, is just a little 
shocked or bored with Mr. Shaw's anties, saying: 

When, however, Mr. Shaw is out for a lark 
there are few things he will stick at, and so the 
captain authorizes the Christians to sing “Onward, 

* Christian Soldiers," provided they change the 
words to “Christians to the Lions,” and so on. It 
strikes one as all very cheap. Like so much of 
Mr, Shaw's iconoclastic performances, such effect 
as it has comes of the augustness of the subject 
and of its degradation by the use of means hardly 
beyond the reach of the school boy who, coming 
on a picture of Caesar, adorns the head with 
bowler hat and a pipe—Literary Digest.

PROUTY SOON 10 QUIT 


INTERSTATE COMMISSION| 


To Become Director of Physi- 
cal Valuation of 
‘ Railroads 


(By Associated Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12—Charles A. 
Prouty will retire in the near future 
as a member of the interstate commerce 
commission to become director of the 
physical valuation of railroads. 

Commissioner Prouty has been a mem- 
ber of the commision Since December, 
1896, when he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and since has served con- 
tinuously, 


When legislation was enacted provid- 
ing for the physical valuation of ratl- 
ways the commission selected Judge 
Prouty to have general charge of the 
work. It became evident at once that 
it would be impossible for him to con- 
tinue as a member of the commission 
and give at the same time adequate 
attention to the railroad valuation work. 
Recently he decided to resign from 
the commision and, at the suggestion 
of his associates, take up the work of 
directing the valuation of railways. 
Commisioner Prouty’s _ retirement 
probably will be about November = 1 
That will make two vacancies on the 
commission for President Wilson to fill 
this year. The term of Commisioner 
Judson C. Clements, of Georgia, will ex- 
pire in December. Generally it is ex- 
pected that he will be reappointed by 
President Wilson. He is a Democrat. 
Judge Prouty is a resident of New- 
port, Vt.. and a Republican. Patrick J. 
Farrell, for many years counsel for the 
commision, David 0. Ives, general tarf- 
fic manager of the Boston chamber of 
commerce, and Martin S. Decker, chair- 
man of the northern section of the pub- 
lic service commission of New York,

Rev, Jere A: Moore Urges 
Drastic Measures Against 
"Greatest Evil” 


The Christian population of the coun- 
try was urged to rise and wipe out the 
doctrine of Mormonism by the Rev.

the ground rich, but will keep the land from washing during the winter 
months. And, with a good+cover crop on these orchards, after the trees 
have once matured It will be no trouble for these orchards to be sod 
iz blue grass and clover the same as the Virginia orchards are man- 
aged, It will not only preserye and hold these lands together, but it 
will make thousands of acres of fine pasture for sheep and hogs, two 
things that this country so much needs. When these orchards are cared 
for as they should be, and planted year by year in crimson clover and 
peas, {t will be possible to have them sod permanently in blue grass. 
clover and alfalfa, which will not only help to produce wonderful apple 
crops, but, as ¢ have sald before, make a big yield of hay and supply 
feed for a great number of sheep, hogs and cattle. We can grow just 
as many apples, Just as much hay and just as many pounds of good 
beef on acres of north and middle Georgia as can be grown on the 
California lands, where artificial water has to be rented and where 
these lands, uncultivated, are selling for $125 to $1,000 per acre. If 
we put the same amount of capital and energy in the acres of north 
Georgia that are used in some of the western acres, there is no reason 
why some of the, apple ‘orchards of north Georgia should not easily 
yield $1,000 to $5,000 worth of apples per acre when the right varieties 
are planted and kept sprayed and properly cared for as the great 
orchards of the west 
In addition to this we will be‘right at a market that will consume 
and utilize every apple that is grown in this country. With the big 
demand that we have here for these products, and knowing now how 
easily we can grow such splendid ones, it does look like we are over- 


this year in crimson clover, 
as this clover will not only make 


jooking a good proposition when we do not take up and push this 
industry for all it is worth. [f am glad to see a number of companies 
formed in Georgia with Georgia capital, doing this work; but not one 
one-hundredth part enough capital or work of this kind is being con- 


yerted into this industry. With food of all kinds getting scarcer and 
scarcer every day, We are being forced to look out for these things. 
There are but few people whq realize that it takes from five to ten 
years to bring an orchard to bearing, and to produce cattle, hogs and 
sheep in sufficient quantities to have some to sell besides what is kept 
for breeding purposes, but if one will go to the trouble to investigate 
these things he will find out every day that they are getting scarcer 


and scarcer; and if we do not protect ourselves here, and still depend 
on foreign countries for our food supplies, we will find out in five to ten 
years from now what an unwise thing we have done in not looking after 
and taking more interest in work of this kind. 

A recent trip through some of these sections has thoroughly con- 
vinced me that we have opportunities here absolutely unlimited for 


future development, and that Georgia should never go outside of her 
borders for anything whatever to eat. 

It , hard matter to get capital and interest enough centered 
together in these things to take hold of them and give them the kind 
of attention should have, and when, from the scarcity of these 
articles, we 8 , then It is too late to undertake to supply the demand, 
as it takes years of careful planting and hard work to bring these things 
about. Some of the city people who have capital are the ones who will 
have to be looked to to finance and help out in this work, and the sooner 
they begin to think about these things and put their money in the 
country and help produce something to eat the better off will our whole 
country be. There is a future absolutely unlimited in north Georgia 
for the growing of apples, also live stock, and when these orchards are 
properly cared for the amount of + 
reyenue they will bring in to thei:
